TJnsalisfaclory accounts ponliimo to 
reach us by wuo from Grouse Crook, 
Eoaboldoned by thoir succotis tbu8 fiir, 
the Canadian Company havo not con- 
fined thoir opevalionB to working tbo 
email strip of giound lliat thcij claim 
was unciuimcd by tbo Flumo Com- 
pany. They havo oiderod tbo FJurao 
Company's mon off tho ground entiro, 
ly, and virtually aesumod tho owner- 
ship of tho whole twelve hundred and 
fifty foot claimed byithe Flume Com- 
pany and awarded them by the decision 
of tho Gold Commissioner'a Court. 
There is a report that a stbokade has 
been erected by tho trospaesers, and 
that from behind it they are prepared 
to hurl defiance at tho oonstitoted au- 
thorities should thoy determine to 
place the Flume Company in poesos- 
Bion. In the mcantimo, Govornor 
Seymour, aocorapanieiJ by Survej-or 
Gonerul Tratcb, Capl., Poiehor, E. JST., 
and Inspector of I'olico iSrcw, is 
epeoding as rapidly as hrirncliesb and 
Bteam can convoy hin\ towanls tho 
disaffected diatriot. Ilia Excoiloncy, 
it is said, will exhaust, every aryu.aoni 
to induce tho men to lay down their 
arms before proceeding to tlio adop- 
tion of extreme meuKures. It has 
been eugt^'Ctitod that tbo Governor 
should inquire into tlio " riglits and 
wrongs" of tbo case and act as ar- 
bitrator; and that Lbould bo find tho 
Canadian Company entitled to tho 
ground, ho should suffer them lo remain 
in andisturbod possession. Eut it 
strikes us this suggestion could only 
be carried out after the Canadian 
Company had laid down their arms, 
and even then only with tbe^^sent 
of the Flame ..Oonipany, Surely, tbo 
Governor r is-Bot - ospeoted to place 
himself or the Government in tbo 
hnmiliating position of treating with 
a band ol men who ha^o taken up 
arms in opposition to tho ^decree of a 
properly constituted Court ! As well 
might tbo JTudgo of the Supremo Court 
be expected to decide a case while a 
loaded revolver was aimed at his head 
by one of tbo parties to tlio suit. No. 
The Governor cannot act an arbitrator 
except with tho coiiRontot boib siJo.-', 
and not even then until the Canadians 
shall have laid down their arms and 
abandoned the ground. "\Vo think, 
however, His Excelieiuy bus acted 
wisely in procooding in pursou to tbo 
scene of dillicully. His prcBCiioo may 
do good J but Hbould tlio " worst cuniu 
to tho worst " and blood Lo .shed, lio 
will at least onji y tbo coniforliiig res 
flection ol having done ull that toukl 
bo expected of him towaida criforoiug 
the laws belore procueding to ex- 
tremiliea. We sinooroly hope that the 
Canadian Company Wili become con- 
vinced of their error^ and mil quietly 
retire from their offensive position 
upon the arrival of the Governor on 
the creek.

— Tho lollowiiig iti an extraot lioin iho 
letter of an eniigr-u.i t,; a Iriniid in 
Edinburgh, dated "ii iM.ianc, (^uocns- 
land, March 19, 1867*-:— My expecta- 
tions in regard to tliiis colony liavo 
been sadly disappointed. Work das 
been very scarce, ^md money oven 
more so. About ton nionth.s ago tbore 
was a general cotnjilaint among the 
oncmployjd, and Govorument was 
forced to open what are called * relicl 
camps,' and employ between 400 ar:d 
500 men in tnakiiig ma h! and Ijri'L;:-.-;, 
paying tliein at tiiu raio oI'ijH, U !, poi 
day. Men wore obliged to :.f:c",.'t tiii.s 
wago or bturve, and it viol. led tiiom 
but a scanty Bub.siatenco. Thi.s state 
of things continued till January last, 
when Government funds fell so lo-.v 
that it was imp Hnibio to keep tb( men 
working oven at tiiat reduced wagu, 
and about halt of Ihcru worn paid oil, 
and now thoy are nraily all throwii 
idle. I do not think there are above 
30 or 40 at work put ol tho 600. It is 
really too badto a'nnounco to tbo homo 
newspapers that \v;ii;o:i average from 
lOa. to 12e, u d;;y hjv u.e(;l.iiui;[:.s, and 
from Gs. to Sd. ior ial.o.ois.

The yearly general meeting of proprietors 
wag held yesterday uftornoon,' at tho London 
Tuvcru ; iMr Henry B. Farrcr in tbo ubair.

iliey had pas.sed throiii;h that pcriud withual 
boiiij5 iiuiterially nlleetcd. Tlie result; ol 
their Buccess was evident in tho fact tliat 
thoy bad been enabled to make a very liberal 
allowance for contingenoics and to deplare a 
larger distribution than thoy had done for 
soma time past. Indeed eovoral jcars hud 
elapsed since thoy had boon able to olhr

Meetinos in Royal Paiiks— Tho 
following is n copy ol a Eill intituled 
'An Act for tho bolter and nioro ef- 
fectually sof'uring tho use of certain 
Royal parlts and gardens for tbo en- 
joy inor.t nn l recreation of llcr Majcs- 
ty'a subjects," introduced into the 
Ilouf.o of Ijfirds by Lord Redesdalo: — 
"Whereas it is expedient to provide 
for tho enjoyment and recreation of 
her Mojofily'ti subjects: bo it theroforo 
enacted by tho Queen's moat excellent 
Majesty, by and with tho advice and 
consent of tho lords fpiritual and tem- 
poral, and commons, in this prosont 
Parliament assembled, and by authors 
ity of ibo same, as follows ; — 1. This 
Act shall apply to all the Royal parks, 
gardens and possessions, tho manage- 
ment of which is vested in tho Gom- 
missionors of Iler Majealy'tj VY^orka 
and Publiu Euildings, and which aro 
situate wiihiu ihelimits of llio metro- 
polis. 2. Tho metropulid shall mean 
the area for tho time being subjoot to 
the jurlsdiotion of the Metropolitan 
Hoard of Works. 3. The parks, gar- 
dons and pofSO'SBions to which this 
Act applies shall not on any occasion 
be u-.ied, without the permission of her 
iliijossy, for tho purposes of political 
or any other meetings, nor for opou- 
uir pi eucliiug, nor lor the celebration 
of the anniversaries or other reunions 
of clubs or bbncnt sooielios. 4. Any 
person convening or aiding or assist- 
ing in convening any ineoiing to bo 
held iu contravention ol this Act, and 
any person knowingly joining or 
tuUing part in any sucb mooting con- 
trary to tbo provisions of this Aot, on 
being convicted beCoro anj^ magistralo 
silting ill any police eourt within tlio 
ineirouolis, .shall, on sucb eoiivietion, 
either bo liable to a penalty not ex- 
ceeding £5 J or, in tho disoretion ot 
tho magistrate, may bo impriaonod for 
any term noL oxceedirig one oalondar 
month. Kotliiiig in this Act coiilaiued 
.''hull bo de0!i cti to proju'lico or nH'oct 
any prerogative or right of her Ma- 
jo.'ity, hor hoirs or suceesBors, in re- 
spoot; of tho said paika, garden.i and 
po.ssoasiona. 5, This Aot may bo cited 
fur all jnirposos as " 'I'bo footings iu 
IJ'jyal i'ai k.-i Acts, li^tiT.'' 

A DiFFEaENOE IN THE GeNEUAI. 

Assembly — An odd oaso of disjiuied 
presentation came before tho Gi-noral 
.(Vsaembly ot tho Cburoh of Scotland 
this woek. Tlio Jlov. J. S. Macnab was 
presented by- Lord Glasgow to tho 
parish of Cumbrao j but a number ot 
luo parishioners wanted another mini 
istor, and when Mr MuoNab would 
not, on their ajiplication, resign tbo 
gift, thoy declared point-blank — ' We 
aro a set; of stili'-nockod liighl-indors, 
and v.'o will oppose bitn roa-ion or 
riaiio." One of i-ho chief objectors was 
a Mr Eaillie, who testified thus s — " 1 
gave my best attention to his sorives, 
but did not derive bonffit irorn him 
as his serivcsos wore very fuiimol, 
and his praj-ers abrupt." Another 
genilcinan who liatl been ones iu 
prinon for debt, aud had boon throe 
times before the magistrates for as- 
sault, disliked the sormon as being 
" dieconnceted." Tho Presbytery of 
Groonock, who luitaiaod tho ohjoc* 
tions, took exo.ep.iion on their own 
account for tlie circunistatico tliat " the 
name of Uhnst was only two or three 
limes alluded to in a sermon which 
pretended lo be an exposition of tho 
text, ' To mo to die is' gain,' ite.' " Tho 
sormoiis, wliicli bad been written, 
were producetl, and it turned out that 
the minister's tpelling was no hotter 
than his critic's. Tho word ' eliado 7 ' 
occurred siiE timea^ and was aNvays 
apolt with two * d's.' Tho word ' love- 
liiie-s' occurred twice, and was epell 
wiihout ail ' o' uf-er ' v tho word 
weariness was spelt with a 'y;' and 
in tbo p!ira-e 'mounding b^ass and 
tinkling cymbals,' ' cymbals' was writ- 
ton 'symbols.'
